But by the. defcent 
upon the Altar, with Scraphick Fire, as a 
Teftimony of acceptance, which was often 
given in that Time. It fo, what may be 
now cxpe&cd from ftich, an Altar "as- is 
the true, and real,Spiritual fubftance;of 
all, Chritt the Lord, who according to 
the cxprcfs Fatcrn in the Heavens-,, is 
come to frame and" fafhion in us his own 
perfctt Figure, and to dedicate ,it only 
to one ufe.

Sinful Servitude, and would.ternhc us with 
his fcourging Rod. In the fenfc of whicn 
arofe, and fpent much of the Night in l ray- 
er, pleading mightily with God,' fprcading 
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the whole cafe of our Spirits before him, as 
in Relation to the more weighty and prin¬ 
cipal Work, that we, as pafiive lnltruments 
might aft in the Spirit’s Hand. ,But when 
we hoped here, to be made manifeft, ac¬ 
cording to thofe great Difcoveries, and Love- 
drawings, and impulfive Powers moving, .

Who 
hides nothing from the Spirit of Jefus, but 
admits to fcarch as.dcep as it will •, .entring 
and finding out the moft bidden Ground, 
and Caufe of all Creatures, and things ex¬ 
iting in and out of Nature.

great heap of Senfes, as a 'Mountain lies 
upon it, to keep them from working .the 
mighty Works'of God, in fending out the • 
pure Afts of Faith. Well, but what 1550 
be done to find, and fetch up this.-effential 
Omnipotence, that hath been fo long with¬ 
drawn? -'-There was never more need, fince 
the. Creation then now, for its riling: 
even to brlhg forth Salvation, to fave us but 
of a felf-deyroying World. Oh 1 Where, 
and with whom, ihall'this dram of' Faith be 
firft found,! which will give, the moft cer¬ 
tain found "of the all-Powerful Gofpel- .

to carry a heavy Bag, the fluff that was 
in it, feemed to be Lime. I went with it, 
till I was full weary, and coming to a place 
which was as a Pit, that I muft'pafs down 
into, and up again with my burthen, at 
which I was much diftutbed, and flooping 
to go down.
